APPEAL OF THE COLORED CITIZENS. 

WASHINGTON, September ‘8 —Tonight’s 
mail brought to the Associated Press office, 
a note dated Charleston, September 6, signed by 
J. W. McKinley, for the committee’ asking tte 
publication of the following appeal: 

CHARLESTON, 8. C, September 6, 1886.—At a 
meeting held by colored citizens of this city, at 
Mt. Zion A. M. E. church, it was resolved that a 
committee should be appointed to praesent to the 
public the actual condition of the colored pene 
as sufferers from the recent earthquake. The 
committee met and determined to send an appeal 
to the people of this country in their behalf. 

We, the representatives of the colored people 
of Charleston, S. C, who have been rendered 
destitute in many Cases by the recent earthquake do 
appeal to the generosity of the American people 
for aid in thistrying hour. It is not necessary 
to recount the horrors of the calamity, for its ex- 
tent is known throughout the country. We there- 
fore simply ask that our pie receive, through 
the committee which has been appointed by them, 
whatever donotions the generous people of this 
land are willing to send. Need is urgent. Im- 
mediate aid is necessary.

THE CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Over One Hundred Thousand Dollars Sent 
to Charleston. 


BALTIMORE, September 8.—The work of 
raising funds for the relief of stricken Charles- 
ten is progressing finely. The counter sub- 
scription started by the American has reached 
$3,500. The fund contributed to Mayor 
Hodges amounts to $7,000, and the perform- 
ance this afternoon and tonight, at Ford’s 
opera house, of George Heey’s comedy, “Keep 
it Dark,” will net at least $5,000. Tickets for 
the Jatter were sold by the police and over 
3,000 people were turned away from the the- 
ater. Contributions are still pouring in aad 
by the end of the week it is believed that 
$25,000 will have been raised. 

CHARLESTON, September 8.—Contributiong 
for the relief of earthquake sufferers continue 
tocome in, although the amount so far re; 
ceived has not been sufficient by any means 
to supply the necessities of the situation. Re- 
ceipts so far turned over tothe committee on 
relief amount in the aggregate to $110,737. 


REPORTS NOT EXAGGERATED. 


The Committee Sent from Philadelphia 
Makes a Report. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 8.—The follow: 
ing telegram was received this afternoon by 
Mr. Baily, chairman of the relief committee, 
from R. McWade, city editor of the Ledger 
and member of the committee who was ap- 
pointed to visit Charleston to obtain definite 
information: 

Newspaper reports have not exaggerated the 
wide-spread havoc and destitution caused by the 
earthquake. Inthis city of over sixty thousand 
inhabitants, not a public building, store or dwel- 
ling has escaped damage. Many lives have been 
lost and agrert number of persons seriously injured. 
Mayor Courtenay is working energetica and is 
ably seconded by a capital local relief committee. 
He is subdividing the city into districts, with the 
aid of Chengyenen of allshades of religious belief, 
and is carefully distributing the funds remitted to 
him. Money, and plenty of it, is urgently needed 
to meet the pressing wants. A general feeling of 
insecurity prevails and the residents camp in open 
lots and along the battery. as well as on the bor- 
ders of Rutlege street lakes, A foul, sickenin 
odor arises from fissures in the streets, an 
open sewers and inlets rvades the 
entire city. There isalatent dr2 of sickess, 
and the most energetic efforts are being made by 
Mayor Courtenay and Clerk Simons to clear the 
streets, etc., of debris. 

Women and children, in large numbers, are be- 
ing sent outofthe city. Whatever Philadelphia 
gives ought to be given promptly. 

The citizens committee held a meeting at 
noon at the mayor’s office. Secretary Child’s 
reported that $2,199 had been TYeceived since 
Tuesday, making the total to date $17,959.

PROCBEDINGS OF CONVENTIONS 
HELD YESTERDAY. 


The Prohibitionists of Texas Meet in State Conven- 
tion—A Piatform Adopted—A Fall State Ticket 
to be Placed Before the People—The 
Vermont Election—Political Points 


DALLAS, Texas, September 8.—The state 
prohibition convention met Rere yesterday, 
organized and adopted a platform. The docu- 
ment declares that the liquor traffic ig a pro- 
lific source of crime, pauperism, bribery, -po- 
litical corruption and anarchy, ahd should be 
prohibited by law; that the leading object of 
the prohibition pariy of Texas is the suppress- 


. jon, by constitutional law, of the manufacture 


and sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage 
in this statc ; solicits the cooporation. of all the 
women of this state; denounces the democratic 
party; charges that the democratic and repub- 
lican parties are in league with the liquor 
tre flic in their national and state organizations 
and administrations; demands of the next 
legislature the submission of a constitutional 
amendment to prohibit the manufacture ani 
sale of intoxicating liquor as a beverage in 
Texas, and that the local option law be so 
amended that it can be effectually enforced by 
making its violation a felony, punishable by 
confinement in the penitentiary, demands that 
labor be protected, and that corporations be 
regulated by such laws as will prevent all 
combinations, discriminations and the graut- 
ing of rebate by transportation companies,and 
recommends a law providing for arbitration 
for labor difficulties. 

A full state ticket will be put out today, 
headed by Colenel Dabney, of Paris, for gov- 
ernor.

THE VERMONT ELECTION, 


Republicans Oarry the State by a 
Heavy Majority. 

Waite Rrver JuncrTion, Vt., September 8. 
One bundred and thirty-eight towns give 
Ormsby (republican), for governor, 33,558, and 
Shurtleff (democrat), 11,217; republican ma- 
jority, 12,341, with 103 towns to be heard from, 
For member of congrees from the ist district, 
41 towns give Stewart (republican), 11,375, 
and Bridgham (democrat), 4,202; Stewart's 
rae ang 7,173, with 39 towns to be heard 
from. In the second district, 74 towns give 
Grant (republican), 12,524, and Folsom (demo- 
erat), 5,754; Grant’s majority, 6,770, with 57 
towns not reported. The republicans have 
elected 112 members of the state house of rep- 
resentatives, the democrats 18, and the work- 
ingmenl1, Of the republican members elect- 
ed, 90 favor Edmunds for United States 
senator. 

Edmunds is assured of re-election by an over- 
whelming majority. One hundred aad sixty- 
eight towns elected Edmunds (republican) 
representatives, twelve nnpledged (republican) 
and six anti-Edmunds (republican), sixteen 
democrats and three Edmunds (democrats), 
Of the remaining thirty-five towns, twenty- 
five will probably be Edmunds men. The 
senate will be unanimous for Edmunds, Frank- 
lin county wrogeen Cam only democratic sena- 
tor who is not for Edmunds, The republican 
state ticket is elected by 17,000 to 18,000 ma- 
jority. The republicans have elected all their 
county tiekets. The state prohibition vote 
will be mech smaller than was expected. 


THE BOSS BREWERS. 


Thu 


A New Document About Prohibition in 
the South. 


NIAGARA FALts, September 8.—At a special 
meeting of the National Brewers’ association, 
the joint report of the “vigilance” and “‘pubdli- 
cation” committees was considered. It says, 
amoung other things, that during the past year 
many applications for documents have been re- 
ceived from persons living in Georgia and Vir- 
ginia. From our correspondents in these 
states we learn that the success of the prohibi- 
tory movement is mainly due to a desire on the 
part of the ruling party (democratic) to keep 
the colored population within moral bound. It 
is claimed that for an. exclusively white popu- 
lation, southern democrats would not dream of 
passing such laws. The discussion of ques- 
tions on the basis of personal and industrial 
liberty was entirely impossible, because, as one 
of the correspondents writes, the advocates of 
the laws invariably answered all sach argu- 
ments by claiming that these measures were 
intended to restrain only the “black man.” 
Such logic is beyond our comprehension. To 
us it seems that the greater the depravity of 
population, the greater also the need of con- 
trol. Prohibition and local option do away 
with all control, leaving the liquor traffic 
practically as free as it would be in the abseace 
of any laws on the subject, but far more 
dangerous to society on account of the im- 
morality inseparably connected with a constant 
recurrence of law-breaking. 


Arkansas Democrats. 


LittLE Rock, September §.—Partial re- 
turns from half the counties in the state in- 
dicate no change from the estimates tele- 
graphed Monday night. The combinations 
between the republicansand other elements 
affected the democratic vote in several coun- 
tiesand defeated local democratic tickets, 
wholly or in part. The democrats claim this 
county by 1.000 majority. The state labor 
ticket carried White and Nevada counties, 
and will receive probably 4,000 or 5,000 votes 
in the state, drawn about. equally from the 
democrats and republicans. The legislature is 
largely democratic, the democratic losses and 
gains being about equal. 


Wisconsin Republican Convention. 

Mapison, Wis., September 8.—In the re- 

nublican state convention today, Jeremiah 
W. Rusk was renominated for governor by 
geclamation, the delegates rising from their 
seats and giving loud cheers.

Sr, PeTerssuRrc, September 8.—The Novoe 
Vremya urges Russia to secure a good under- 
standing with Turkey and urges Turkey not 
te abandon its traditional policy of adapting 
itself to existing circumstances. 

The Russia-Turkish alliance, adds the No- 
voe Vremya, would solve the Bulgarian ques- 
tion. Russia should concern herself less about 
western Europe in order to obtain a freer 
hand in the east. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, September 8.—The porte 
has sent a note to the powers praying them to 
prevent the foreign military occupation of 
Bulgaria.

At ibe foot of L’eau D'orlies a limpid,smoodth ba- 
sin Of water that seems to seek rest atter its ‘‘rush 
and it sroar,’’called now ‘Hawthorne's pool.” Pro- 
tersor Hawthorne. of Clarkesville, in 1837, attempt- 
edto bathein this pool. Frum sone unknown 
cause—undercurrent or something—he sank to rise 
Lomwore. His body was recovered three days af- 
er. 

On the heights above this pool isthe ‘‘Weary 
Man's Rest,’’ lilustrativg Goethe’s thought, “On 
every height there lies repose.” 

Seventy-five yards from the foot of L’eau D’oris 
the top of Tempesta fall, whichis the prettiest, 
most graceful of the five. Sixty feet in height, the 
wall of solid rock above 200 feet. We would have 
no means whatever of viewing Tempesta were it 
potior the plank gengway and railing built by the 
owners. Asitis we walk safely looking above at 
the perpendicular .rocks, and wondering how we 
would ever get outif it were not for the means 


rrovided. We are already tired and thirsty and — 


oO, trickling out of .the solid rock is a beautiful, 
cold, never failing spring—with a cup provided 
for visitors. Our thirst quenched, we enter a six 
story tower which leads us down to the foot of 
Tempesta. Aweinspiring it is as we gaze aloft 
snd ponder on the mighty works of the incompar- 
able artist, Nature. A platform built in a danger- 
ous place enables us to look down intothe ‘'Dev- 
il’s Jail,” a deep crevice in the rocks where the 
waterin which are a few hapless logs, dashing 
ceaselessly againstthe mighty rocks, which has 
thus rounded and polished them as though they 
had been worked upon by a master wood] carver. 
Ketracing our steps from our dizzy position, we 
find atthe base of Tempesta the famous ‘Lion 
Rock,’’ a perfect lion dormant, which looks as if 
aroused he could roar to vfe with the falls. 

One hundred and twenty-piae yards below is 
the top of Hurricane; yaster, grander, more awful. 
Ninety-one feet fall. 

@Tempesta is likealadyin hersuperbd grace and 
beauty, while Hurricane is her complement— 
mighty, grand and noble. 

l have no words to give you an adequate idea of 
this grand,fioundering monster fall. This morning 
tbe sun shone upon it enbancing its glistening 
whiteness and wreathing into a rainbow thespray 
dashed against the rocks. Letme resort again to 
Shelley: 

Heaving and cleaving, 

And moaning and groaning, 

And glittering and frittering, 
And gathering and pore nm | 
Ané whitening and brightening, 
And quivering and shivering, 
And hurrying and skurrying, 
And thundering and floundering. 


Straight above the craggy heights four hundred 
and fifty feet is ‘Diana's rest.’ A dusky Diana, as 
the legend has it, the ruins of whose rude hut you 
may stilisee. I would like to know the story of 
ber life. Surely it would be fit for an epic poem; 
Bn eerie fastness unapproachable save by ‘he 
eagie. Perbapsshe was driveuto seek it by the 
hava of the white oppressor From Hurricane 
talls a few perpendicular strides bring us to the 
‘ Needle’s Eye,””’ Two hundredgaverdupois could 
never go through its six feet length. 

hough for persons of less size it could be a 
very comfortable resting place, for lovers par ex- 
cellence, a wooing spot, and the wallin white 
letters bears the legend: ‘Hugging Retreat.’, It 
was reported one day last week that an eminent

Just above our heads, 500 feet, isthe “Devil's 
dew —a huge projecting massof rock, from 
which we will behola thefalls in birdseye view, 
baving finished our courte. 

But now we have reached aresting place— 
“Sweet Sixteen’ Below in the stream 4s the ter- 
rible “Death Rock,’’ which fell fromthe cliff 
once upon atime and crushed the life out of five 
Indians who sat there fishing, 

From a height of seven hundred feet falls 
the lovely Caledonia cascade. Just there is 
a descent on the opposite side to Glen Ella spring, 
and a precipitous path leads one below the beaut, 
ful Oceana-tali fifty teet in height—such a gentle 
tipplivg fall looks like a huge chrocheted shaw 
laid ppon the slanting table rock—to a ferry boat, 
with a boatman ready not to row you over ; oh, no, 
io pull you over by a rope stretched across.

The action of the city council on Tuesday 
hight in voting fifty thousand dollars to 
the technological school makes Atlanta a 
formal applicant for the location of the 
schoo]. 

This bid is the largest cash bid that has 
been made. Athens has voted $35,000. 
Macon’s bid has not yet been formulated. 

There is a strong feeling among our peo- 
ple on the subject. It is claimed that the 
technological school will find its proper 
home in Atlanta because this is the chief 
manufacturing city in the state, and Atlanta 
will do all that can be honorably done to 
have the school loeated here. 

The developments in the competition for 
the school will be rapid. The board meets 
in about three weeks, the bids will all be 
in by that time and the matter will donbt- 
less be settled before the board adjourns. 
Work will be begun on the school at once 
wherever it is located. 

The establishment of this school is, in our 
opiniop, the most important educational 
step taken in Georgia in the past twenty 
years, and whatever the decision of the 
board may be as to its location, in its 
establishment and administration the school 
will have the heartiest support of THE 
CONSTITUTION and the people of Atlanta.

What the Sctentists Know About It- 

The people of Charleston ure naturally 
comforted by the assurances @f the scientists 
that another visitation of the earthquake 
need not be feared. The écientists doubtless 
bave good reasons upow which they base 
their judgment, but itis possible that they 
are en. 

A western editor refuses to believe that 
anybody knows anything definite about 
earthquakes. He says that the predictions 
of the scientists at Charleston remind,him of 
what occurred at the town of Barrington, 
IIL, several years ago. A cyclone had torn 
up the northwest, and the people invited a 
scientist to lecture on the formation and de- 
velopment of cyclones in general, The lec- 
turer drew a big crowd, and explained the 
nature of wind storms so clearly that his 
hearers felt there was no more to learn. In 
conclusion, the lecturer said that the people 
of Barrington need never fear a cyclone, as 
the situation of the town made ita scientific 
im possibility. 

The lecture closed about ten o’clock, and 
everybody went to bed happy. A little be- 
fore midnight a funnel shaped cloud struck 
‘the place and literrally wiped it from the 
face of the earth. 

Undoubtedly, it is possible for the scien- 
tists to miss it as badly on the earthquake as 
their Barrington contemporary missed it on 
the cyclone, but that is not the right side of 
the subject to look at. The thing to do is to 
look at the bright side. 


Cold Waves. 


During the past summer the northwest has 
been sending us our hot waves, but it is now 


a commendable adaptation to the wants of 
the season, it is now getting ready to supply 
cold waves on short notice, aad in fact, with- 
out any notice at all.

Mountain islands, covered with evergreens, 
crop out in conic shapes as you enter the bay. 
A thousand sail of unique, oriental pattern, 
skirted the outer rim of the inlet as far-as the 
eye could reach. As you near the mainland 
you discover that it is a succession of hills and 
dales, and that even the perpendicular moun- 
tain sides have been wrought into gracefal 
terraces and laid under contribution for the 
support of a teeming population. Neat little 
dwellings are perched upon the very precipices 
and crags of the headlands, and the rapid suc: 
cession of village huts, the myriads of fishing 
boats and the cultivation of every available 
foot of ground, indicated the approach to a 
populous city, where the struggle for exist- 
ence is constant and severe. : 

Here, then we are, face to face, with tho 
Cipongo of the past century, the Niphon of 
still more remote times, “the Great Eastern 
Island,” that Columbus confounded with 
Cuba, and to which Ferdinand thought 
he was sending envoys accredited to the 
Great Genges Khan. To him and toa’! Eu- 
ropeaD politicians and geographers of that day 
Galveston, in Texas, is now about where ths 
city of Pekin ought then to have been. And 
even after the conquest of Mexico by Cortez, 
whose base of operations was Cuba, the Span- 
ish and Portuguese navigators were hunting 
pretty’ for theshores of China along the 
headlands of lower California.

We disembark from the. little sanpan at 
the bund. The word is said to be of doo 
oligin. It sounds odd enough when yeu hear 
it applied for the first time to what you have 
been taught to cali a quay. But you will 
soon get used to this. Nobody ever says 
“quay” between Yokohomma and Bombay; and 
ifone would indicate a warehouse he should 
be careful to say Godown. A large wholesale 
or commission house is a hong, and the clerks 
therein are “‘clarks’’ It is well to remember 
these things if you would avoid being stared 
at occassionally. 

From the edge of the bend you follow your 
trunks and valises to a large shed neir the 
custom house. Here an orange- person 
in Evrorean dress, aud all aglow with gold 
lace and brass buttons, wili examine the con- 
tents of your newest and hast 
looking trunk.

~~ CROPS IN GEORGIA, 


THE SEPTEMBER REPORT OF THE 
COMMISSIONER. | 


The Product of the Field Not Up to the Standard, but 
Not ee Much Offas Was Expected—The Corn 
Crop Good-The Tobaceo Crop Very 
Fine—The Condition of the Orops. 


Judge J. T. Henderson, commissioner of ag: 
riculture, has issued the crop report for August. 

While the crops are not as good as it was 
hoped they would be, they are not so bad as 
to cause any serious result. The corn crop is 
good, in southeast Gerrgia especially to, The 
tobacco crop is very fine in all sections of the 
state. 

The following is an abstract of the repor!: 

} COTTON, 


The condition and prospect of the crop, in 
the average for the state, shows an improve- 
ment of six ro since the first of August. 
The reports of correspondents show a very de- 
cided improvement in the sections of north, 
middle and southeast Georgia, with but little 
change in southwest and east Georgia. 

Among the casualties affecting the crop, rust 
has been mentioned by many of the corre- 
spondents in all of the sections except south- 
east Georgia, but no considerable injury ap- 
pears to have resulted from this cause, Cater- 
pillars and boll worms havé been observed in a 
few localities only. 

In north Georgia the condition and prospect 
is, in comparison with the average of five 
years, 83; in middle Georgia, 84; in southwest 
Georgia, 78; in east Georgia 74; southeast 
Georgia, 87, and in the whole state 81. 

CORN, 

The prospect in the state, in comparison 
with an average crop, is reported at 90. 
This indicates an improvement of 2 points since 
August Ist. Theaverage for the sections are 
as followe: north Georgia, 63; middle Georgia, 
89; southwest Georgia, 94; east Georgia, 97,and 
southeast Georgia, 105, 

MELONS, 

The yield, in comparison with an average 
crop, is, in north Georgia, 53; in middle Geor- 
gia, 69; in southwest Georgia, 83; in east Geor- 
gia, 75; in southeast Georgia, 86; and, in the 
whole state, 74. 

This has become an important market crop 
in portions of middle southern Georgia that 
areconveniently provided with transportation 
for the crop. Theaverage net profits of this 
crop when grown for the market is, according 
tothe reports of correspondents, $29.64 per 
acre, 

TOBACCO, 

The prospective yield in comparison with an 
average crop is, in north Georgia, 100; in mid- 
dle Georgia, 95; in southwest Georgia, 97; in 
east Georgia, 94, and in the whole state, 98. 

The average yield per acre as reported by 
correspondents, in north Georgia, 830 pounds; 
in middle Ceorgia, 605 pounds; in southwest 
Georgia, 700 pounds; in east Georgia, 200 
pounds, and the average yield for the state 584 
pounds. 

The correspondents of the department agree 
in the conclusion that this is likely to prove a 
most remuneratM¥e crop for this state, 

MISCELLANEOUS CROPS, 

The reports of correspondents for the 
present month showan improvement in the 
condition. of nearly all the crops since the 
publicatien of the last crop report. The pros- 
pect as shown by the averages of the sections 
for someof the miscellaneous crops is as 
follows; 

Rice.—Middle Georgia, 100; . southwest 
Georgia, 97; east Georgia, 95; southeast Geor- 
gia, 101; and the average for the state, 98, 

Sugar cane,—Middle Georgia, 92; southwest 
Georgia, 95; east Georgia, 98: southeast Geor- 
gia, $8; and the whole state, 96. 

Sorghum.—North Georgia, 89; middle Geor- 
gia, 97; southwest Georgia, 92; east Georgia, 95; 
southeast Georgia, 100; and the average for the

Sweet potatoes.— North Georgia, 96; middle 
Georgia: 93; southwest Georgia, 91; east Geor- 
gia and southeast Georgia, 95; and the average 
for the state, $4.

“TF did not ask the questien in order to make 
an issue,” said Captain English, “but merely 
for information. I am satisfied.” 

The journal of the last session was read and 
adopted. 

“At the last meeting,” said Mr. Collier, “Mr. 
Griffin gave noticethat be would move at the 
next meeting toreconsider somuch of the 
proceedings as related to a motion preventing 
any one from voting inthe primary except 
registered democratic voters. I guess that 
would probably be the next thing in order.” 

“I move that we take that up now,’’ said Mr. 
Griffin. . 

“And I ‘desire to second the motion to re- 
consider,”’ said Colonel Cox, “and in doing so 
I desire to protest against any action of this 
body which would exclude any democrat from 
taking a voice in the primary. This committee 
was created by the democracy of Fulton 
county and not by the registered democracy. 
It was created by all, not bya part. By this 
resolution all except a few democrats who 
have registered are prohibited from voting. 
This is extremely unfair, and I _ thin 
if it is not reconsidered it will be an ex- 
tremely unfortunate affair, because a large 
majority have not registered, every one of 
whom will be disfranchised and dissatisfied, 
and will seay we have a right to participate in 
this election, and selectour standard bearers. 
With politics in its present state, it isa bad 
time to dissatisfy the democracy. We must 
try to create harmony inthe party and not 
cause dissensions. Suchan act was never 
heard of before, and I must say that it is the 
most peculiar method ever adopted by a 
democratic party.” 

‘I am opposed to any reconsideration,’ said 
Captain English, “for the adoption of the 
resolution was fair, open and straight. To 
reconsider it now would be unfair, unjust and 
undemocratic. Colonel Cox says we should 
reconsider because the registration is small 
and the dissatisfaction great. Who would the 
reconsideration please? Why, it would 
please those who have no right 
to vote in the, general election. 
Those who have not registered and those who 
should consequently have no right to vote in 
a primary—men who are not prepared to sus- 
tain their part of the government—to uphold 
the party. Stragglersare what killed Lee's 
aimy in Pennsylvania, and stragglers 
or unregistered democrats voting 
when the should not vote is 
what will kill the democrat party. Whether 
this rule is a good one or a bad one we must 
stand byit. We must have honest mothods if 
we want to keep the fame up. The majority 
must govern, and so far have, in this matter.” 

Captain Cox replied to Captain English in a 
short speech. 

Mr. Hooper Alexander addressed the com- 
mittee urging the members not to repeal the 
action. He declared that he believed it was 
best for the party and said thathe did not 
think a democrat who was not registered had 
any rightto take part inthe primary. He 


was not registered himself, and did not want_ 


to vote. 

“You are not registered?’ asked Colonel 
Cox, in evident surprise. 

“No, sir.” 

“And you don’t want to vote in the pri- 
mary ?” ‘ 

“ 0; sir.’’ 

“Do you think then, sir, according to your 
own argument, that you ought to be acting in 
this committee ”’ 

“T do, sir; it is a power delegated to me, and 
I have a right bere, but I don’tthink I have 
any right to participate in a primary.”
